Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 


Rule  76. 

LL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  prop¬ 
erly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the 
purview  of  the  “  British  North  America  Act, 
18G7  ” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a  Bridge,  the 
making  of  a  Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction  or 
improvement  of  a  Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 


Slide,  or  other  like  work  ;  the  granting  of  a  right 
of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  in¬ 
dividuals  any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi¬ 
leges  whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  tiling 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu¬ 
lar  class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  tiny 
amendment  of  a  like  nature  to  any  former  Act — 
shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  tbe  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers 
to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the 
location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf 
of  the  applicant.

Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Rills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore¬ 
said  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.

77.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a  Toll 
Bridge,  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Rule  76,  also 
at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  give 
notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask,  the 
extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

78.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills.  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and 
a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the 
provisions  thereof  in  which  the  General  Act  is  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  departed  from.

APPROVED  BY  HlS  EXCELLENCY  TIIE  GOVERNOR- 

General,  on  the  7tii  June,  1924. 

THE  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had 
before  them  a  report,  dated  26th  May,  1924. 
from  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  stating  that  an 
application  has  been  received  from  the  Lytton 
Athletic  Association,  of  Lytton,  British  Columbia, 
to  lease  for  a  recreation  ground  the  Fractional 
South-west  Quarter  of  Section  Seven  in  the 
Fifteenth  Township  of  the  Twenty-sixth  Range, 
west  of  the  sixth  meridian,  lying  east  of  the 
Thompson  River  and  outside  the  right-of-way  of 
the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway. 

The  area  applied  for  is  vacant  and  available.  It 
has  been  inspected  by  an  officer  of  the  Department, 
who  reports  that  it  is  admirably  adapted  for  a 
recreation  ground  and  unsuitable  for  agricultural 


purposes  as  there  is  no  water  available  for  irriga¬ 
tion.  The  area  applied  for  is  close  to  the  Town 
of  Lytton  and  it  is  represented  that  it  has  been 
used  for  some  time  as  a  temporary  recreation 
ground. 

The  Minister,  on  the  advice  of  the  local  officers 
of  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  recommends 
that  lie  be  authorized  to  issue  a  lease  for  the  above- 
dv  scribed  land  to  the  Lytton  Athletic  Association 
for  a  term  of  twenty-one  years  at  a  rental  of  ten 
dollars  per  annum,  the  lease  to  be  subject  to  can¬ 
cellation  after  two  years’  notice,  and  such  other 
conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Department 
of  Justice.
